The newly submitted claims in appendix A, specifically claim 1, is now narrower than the finally rejected claim 16 in 
which appellant states was added to finally rejected claim 1. More specifically finally rejected claim 16 never recited 
"each state comprising a plurality of possible steps in a call flow..." Reiected Claim 16 merely recited "the plurality of 
possible system states comprises a plurality of possible steps in a call flow" which is interpreted broader than "each 
state comprising the plurality of steps.. . " and therefore raises new issues which would require further consideration 
and/or search. 

Furthermore, appellant added a new phrase "system static" to claim 1 which also raises new issues and would reouire 
further consideration and/or search. 
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
